With about 355,000 manufacturing 


concerns in the oountry the failures for 
the first half of 1895 were 1,254, or 3.5 
in every 1,000.- In 1894, with substan- 
tially the same number of concerns, the 
failures in the first half were 1,501, or 
about 4,3 in every 1,000. But with 
about 838,000 traders the ratio of fail- 
ures was 6.4 per 1,000 in both half 
years. The risk of failure, the death 
rate, so to speak, is nearly twice as 
great in trading as in manufacturing. 
But when'magnitude of liabilities is 
considered the case is different. Treat- 
ing for convenience all liabilities of 
firms failing as defaults, the amount 
for every firm in manufacturing aver- 
aged in the first half of 1805 $113, and 
$117 in the first half of 1894. But the 
trading defaults averaged only $54 for 
every trading firm in the first half of 
1895, and $02 in the first half of 1894, 
the average being not half the average 
in manufacturing. 


The failure rate in each kind of busi- 


ness and in separate sections is pecul- 
iarly instructive. Where manufactur- 
ing concerns are few, and mainly 
confined to sawmills, gristmills and the 
various mechanical shops, the rate of 
frilure is very low, particularly in the 
southwest and in the southeast and the 
western states beyond the Mississippi.

The announcement does not come as a 
surprise. Tho TIMES predicted it sev- 
eral days ago, and it was generally 
known among those,interested that the 


- grand jury was investigating the mat- 


ter, 
Tho case is familiar to every news- 


paper reader in Portsmouth. • The in- 
dictment simply charges that on the 
9th day of May, 1894, Mr. Overturf, be- 
ing at that.time city collector and as 
such charged -with the collection, re- 
ceipt, safe keeping, transfer and dis- 
bursement.of the public moneys, did 
fraudulently embezzle and convert to 
his own use public money to the amount 
of §18,589.81. There are six counts in 
the indictment, all relating to the same 
offense, but with some change in the 
phraseology. One count charges that 
he converted the amount stated to the 
use of tho Citizens Savings bank, the 
•failure of which.two years ago precipi- 
tated the exposure and produced Mr. 
Ovorturf's downfall. Numerous efforts 
have been made to collect the shoi'tage, 
but none have succeeded. It was also 
thought that an effort was being-made 
to indict the water workei trustees, the 
court in a recent decision holding that 
they were liable for Mr. 0?-erturf's 
shortage in that fund, as his appoint- 
ment as depository was illegal. How- 
ever no|indictments were found against 
them.

in every 1,000, In 1894; with' substan- 
tially the same number of concerns, the 
failures in the first half were 1,501,-or 
about 4.2 in every 1,000. But with 
about 838,000 traders the ratio of fail- 
ures was 6.4 per 1,000 in both half 
years. The risk of failure, the death 
rate, so to speak, is nearly twice as 
great in trading as in manufacturing. 
But when magnitude of liabilities is 
considered the case is different. Treat- 
ing for convenience all liabilities of 
firms failing as defaults, the amount 
for every firm in manufacturing aver- 
aged in the first half of 1895 1113, and 
$117 in the first half of 1894. 
But the 


trading defaults averaged only $54 for 
every trading firm in the first half of 
1895, and S62 in the first half of 1894, 
the average being not half the average 
in manufacturing. 


The failure rate in each kind of busi- 


ness and in separate sections is pecul- 
iarly instructive. Where manufactur- 
ing concerns are few, and mainly 
confined to sawmills, gristmills and the 
various mechanical shops, the rate of 
fc-ilure is very low, particularly in the 
southwest and in the southeast and the 
western states beyond the Mississippi. 
But it is larger in eastern and. middle 
states, where most of the manufactur- 
ing concerns in competing lines are 
found, and still larger in Pacific states, 
because of the greater risk and jnore 
venturessome spirit which the promi- 
nence of mining' induces. In trading, 
failures are relatively more numerous, 
at least within the past year, in the 
southeast 'than in any otEer section, 
but again the Pacific section ranks next 
this year and highest of all last year. 
Depression of cotton and real estate is 
the obvious cause'at the south, but the 
western farming states, in spite of the 
great depression in wheat and other 
farm products, report lower failure 
rates from the Pennsylvania line to the 
Sierras than any other section. 


One can hardly define a law which 


makes the average of defaulted liabili- 
ties trading about twice as much to 
all firms in trading in the eastern as in 
the central or western states, but 
smaller than in the south or in the Pa- 
cific states,- Bat the exceedingly heavy 
New England failures last year make 
the most serious break in a continuity 
which is elsewhere surprising. Such 
exceptions only render the general 
steadiness of failure rates and averages 
of liabilities more striking and sug- 
gestive.

What the China-Japan War Hag Taught 


American Xaval Officers. 


The war between Japan and China 


has taught the officers of the American 
navy at least one new thing in the con- 
struction of vessels, says the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. There will be scarcely 
any woodwork in the Oregon, .that is 
rapidly 
ne.aring completion at the 


Union iron works. 
This is due to the 


fact that there were more people killed 
and injured in the naval battles in the 
orient by flying wooden splinters than 
by the bullets or exploding shells. 
Most of the -cruisers and battleships 
that took part in the war wero con- 
structed with steel hulls, and all of 
them were more or less protected 
with heavy armor plates. 
The in- 


terior fittings 
and 
furnishings of 


the 
quarters 
and 
the 
deck cov- 


erings, 
however, 
were 
of wood. 


When a shot pierced the hull of a 
vessel and tore through the wood in the 
interior of the ship - splinters were sent 
flying in all directions. In most cases 
the shot passed through the vessel 
without injuring any of the crew, but 
the shower of wooden splinters filled 
the sick bay and kept the sailmaker 
sewing up the dead in canvas sacks for 
burial. On the battleship 
Oregon 


practically no %vood will be used. All 
the bulkheads and partitions dividing 
the rooms in the officers' quarters are 
to be of iron. No wood will be used on 
the decks, but instead linoleum will be 
^cemented to the iron deck to prevent 
slipping. All the doors will be of iron, 
and all those leading to the decks will 
be made water tight.

failure of which two years ago precipi- 
tated the exposure and produced Mr.
